* and. with drawn Swords hurry’d him through the City 5 
* and after tearim@e off his Ciraths and beating him in 
* the molt cruel and barbarous Manner, they ittabb’d 
* him ia feveral Pisces, cut and fatter’d his Face and 
© Head all over with Swords and Biudzeons, and after- 
* wards cut his Ears quite off; and though at this 
* Time the unfortunate Wretch Jay near dead, yet not 
* f.tisfy’d with what Torture they had put him to, they 
* branded him in the Face with a Marking-lron, then 
* took him to the Pump. and gave him (what they term) 
‘ its Difcipline. They afterwards mide an Attempt to 
* cut off his Secret Parts; but the Crowd by that time 
* growing numerous, fome of the Spectators hinder’d it, 
* by declaring, that would fivifh their Murder on the 
* Spot, on which the Sofferer was then releas’d, and 
* convey’d home, where he lies without Hopes of Re- 
‘ covery. A young Gentleman was alfo knock’d down 
* 0a College-Green on Sunday in the Afternoon, by
